long, and although you endorse him 
as “a respectable citizen of this city ,” 
we feel it a duty as a citizen of K an­ 
sas, but recently from that State, to 
correct the statem ent he has made 
above. 
First, we acknowledge that 
the State of K ansas, aud more especi­ 
ally the W estern portion of it, was 
greatly injured last season by drought, 
cbintz-bugs and grasshoppers, and the 
people in som e sections needed aid; 
still the State, taken as a w hole raised 
much more than enough to support 
her entire population if it hail been 
equally divided. »*>a the great m istake 
the people of Kansas made was allow ­ 
in g a set of beggers to flood the East 
aud W est m aking such statem euts as 
we find in your paper this morning. 
To be sure, m oney is not ly in g around 
on the street corners to be picked up 
by every passer by, yet, it one has 
anything to sell (and the m ajority of 
them have, except the people iu the 
new couuties that had uot been there 
long enough to get a start before they

plague last season). they can always 
find it at from 12 tó 18 per cent, on 
from one to five years tim e. 
Many ure com ing 
to this 
State 
hoping to find a better clim ate and at 
the same tim e better their condition 
financially, but, if w hat our Am erican 
Bible Society man says is true, “ that 
there is literally no m ouey circulatiug 
save what is sent from the E ast,” it is 
self evident that the large numbers 
that are com ing to this State from 
K ansas could not get here as it is 
rather an expensive journey. 
H un­ 
dreds of people have already crossed 
the Rocky m ountains this Spring ex ­ 
pecting to settle on the Fue i tic coast, 
and many more no doubt w ill follow, 
aud a majority of them 
purchase 
homes aud rem ain here if this country 
meets their expectatious, hence facts 
only should be published that will 
bear the test of investigation. 
Such 
statem ents as the above however in 
relation to Kansas w ill not make 
friends for this country am ong the 
better class of people in Kansas, for 
every resideut of that State kuows it 
is untrue aud, therefore, dislikes to 
see such statem ents published, 
al­

never to return.

W hile there, Ross attacked 
him w ith a. heavy hamm er and some 
sharp instrum ent. 
After that every­ 
thing was a blank to Sutton for two 
hours.

ered w ith blood and nearly dead. The 
police,surgeons, and District A ttoiney 
were sum m oned. 
The physician said 
Sutton m ust die. In his ante-mortem 
statem ent, he said Ross was his mur­ 
derer. 
Ross was found in his room at 
the M etropolitan H otel, next to the 
scene of the murder. 
H e was cbaug- 
ing his clothes. 
A bloody handker­ 
chief was found in his room and his 
hand was cut.
